The museum becanne interested in Cornett chairs after they and their 
bearded creator were featured in an article in the Courier Journal Sunday 
magazine section earlier this summer. 

Mr. Jones, a candidate for the Ph. D. degree in folklore at lU, said Mr. 

Cornett’s chairs were valuable for several reasons. 

As handcrafted items, they are sturdy and solid with secure join's, and 
will “last lor centuries,’’ he said. 

The chairs are important from the folklorist point of view because they 
represnt the survival of an ancient tradition that is lading. 

Mr. Jones said Cornett’s unique designs and the fact that such quality 
chairs are exteremly rare adds to their value. 

Mr- Cornett’s chairs will join a collection of craft and art objects from 
all over the world in the lU museum. 

Mr. Cornett makes his chairs in a workshop in his home on Route 15, 
about three miles North of Dwarf. He makes them completely by hand, oiton 
spnnding a solid month on a single chair. He scorns nails and glue, prefering to 
use controlled seasoning of the wood to fit joints tightly together.
